"Glengarry,  Registrar  of  Deeds  for  the  said  County  of  Dundas, 
"by  an?/  person  or  persons  concerning  the  administration  of 
"his  office  as  Registrar  as  aforesaid  or  affecting  his  fitness 
"to  hold  the  said  office  and  concerning  his  conduct  while  act- 
"ing  in  his  capacity  as  Returning  Officer  for  the  Electoral 
"District  of  the  said  County  of  Dundas  at  any  time  r.nd

I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  •- 

On  the  Second  day  of  February  1907  I  mailed  to  the 
said  Thomas  McDonald  at  Morrisburgh  a  copy  of  the  charges 
which  had  been  preferred  against  him  and  appointed  the  Sixth 
da'/  of  February  19C7  at  Ten  0* clock  A.M.  to  proceed  with  the 
hearing  of  the  evidence  against  him. 

On  the  afcid  Sixth  day  of  February  1907  at  Ten  O'clock 
A.M.  I  opened  the  said  enquiry  for  the  purpose  of  taking  evidence 
at  the  Town  Hall  in  the  said  Town  of  Morrisburgh  and  I  continued 
to  take  the  said  evidence  from  the  said  hour  of  Ten  0! clock  A.M. 
until  the  hour  of  Ten  O'clock  P.M.  on  the  same  day,  and  the 
respective  Counsel  subsequently  handed  in  to  me  their  written 
arguments. 

The  said  charges  and  the  evidence  trier  eon  which  was 
taken  in  shorthand  by  a  Stenographer  whom  I  hadeduly  appointed 
and  sworn  for  that  purpose  are  submitted  herewith. 

The  Attorney  General's  Department  wris  represented  on 
the  said  enquiry  by  Mr.  James  Bain  of  Toronto  and  Mr.  R.F.  Lyle 
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of  Iforrisburgh,  the  .said  Thonas  McDonald  was  represented  by 
Mr.  G.I.  Gogo  of  Cornwall  and  Mr.  G.f.  Bradfield  of  Morris- 
burgh.

Registrar  for  a  number  of  years.        He  spoke  of  one  occasion  in 
1905  -  the  date  of  which  he  could  not  give-  on  which  he  was  un- 
able to  get   into  the  Registrar's  Office  between  12  and  1  O'clock 
when  he  went  there  to  get  an  Abstract.        On  that  occasion  he 
swears  that  he  met  Miss  McDonald  and  turned  back  with  her  and 
she  then  opened  the  door  for  him.

He  also  swears  thrjt  on  several  other  occasions  the  dates 
of  which  he  oannot  give  he  saw  the  door  locked  and  un- locked  by 
the  Deputy  Registrar.

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MR.  GEO  HOE  L.  BROWN,  civil  Engineer  of  Morrisburgh  who  Fas 
the  Liberal  Candidate  at  the  Provincial  General  Elections  of 
1905  swears  that  on  the  13th.  of  February  1903  that  he  went  to 
the  Rcgistzry  Office  at  two  different  times  between  the  hours  of 
12  and  2   o'clock  and  was  unable  to  get  in  that  the  door  was  look- 
ed, that  he  returned  a  third  tine  and  found  the  door  open,  that 
on  the  third  attenpt  to  get  into  the  Registry  Offioe  there  was  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  opening  the  door  and  that  it  was  not  stuck. 
His  object  in  wanting  to  get  into  the  Registry  Office  was  to 
examine  a  Plan  which  had  been  registered  there.

MR.  yRED  H.  MEIKLlC.  a  merchant  of  Morrisburgh  says  that 
some  time  in  May  or  June  1908  -  the  exact  date  he  could  not  say- 
about  noon,  he  went  to  the  Registry  Office  and  was  unable  to  get 
in,  that  he  went  then  to  his  dinner  and  on  his  return  he  again 
proceeded  to  «nter  the  Registry  Office  and  the  door  opened 
readily  for  him. 

Questions  3  to  15  inclus- 
ive and  Cross-examination  pages  12  and  13. 

MR.  GEORGE  N.  HICKEY,  who  admitted  in  his  evidence  that 
he  was  an  applicant  for  the  position  of  Registrar  and  had  circul- 
ated a  Petition  to  obtain  the  office  in  case  of  McDonald'  s 
dismissal,  swore  that  he  had  been  paying  particular  attention  to 
the  times  at  which  the  Registry  Office  was  closed  during  office 
hours,  that  he  had  made  a  memorandum  of  the  different  occasions 
that  he  had  tried  to  get  into  the  office  and  produced  his  diary 
in  which  entries  had  been  made  showing  the  elates  on  which  the 
offioe  had  been  closed  during  office  honors.   He  swore  positively 
that  on  March  8th.  April  28th.  June  2nd.  3rd.  4th.  5th.  6th. 7th. 
and  8th.  he  had  gone  to  the  offioe  and  founi  the  door  looked. 
On  each  of  these  occasions  it  was  between  12  and  1  o'clock. 
He  also  swore  that  on  June  4th.  he  saw  Mr.  McDonald  unlock  the 
door  and  go  in.   On  June  5th.  one  Charles  McMartin  was  with  him. 
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On  June  6th.  ho  met  Mies  McDonald  on  the  street  after  having 
trie!  to  get  into  the  office.    On  June  8th.  he  saw  Miss 
McDonald  coMe  out  and  lock  the  door  and  go  down  town.    Miss 
McDonald  was  the  Deputy  Registrar.   He  also  swore  that  on 
October  24th.  while  he  was  coning  from  his '  dinner  between  12 
and  1  o'clock  he  saw  a  party  whom  he  did  not  know  try  to  get  in. 
Mr.  Hiokey  in  addition  to  the  entries  which  he  had  in  his  diary 
produced  slips  which  were  marked  respectively  »AW,  "B",  nC", 
»D",  »e»,  "FH,  »G»  and  »K»  showing  that  the  office  was  closed 
on  the  respective  dittos  mentioned  and  that  these  slips  were  made 
immediately  after  he  had  ascertained  that  the  door  of  the 
Registry  Office  was  locked  as  well  as  being  entered  in  his 
diary  on  the  respective  nights  of  the  days  in  question.

CHARLES  P.  MoMARTIH  corroborated  Hiokey  with  respect  to   K 
June  5th.  1903.    He  says  Hickey  stopped  and  tried  the  door 
and  did  not  get  in,  and  he  produced  a  memorandum  made  at  the 
time  which  was  put  in  and  marked  Exhibit  »I».

A.  A.  LOGAy  who  is  a  produce  dealer  in  Morrisburgh  and  an  K 
ex  Police  Magistrate  swore  that  he  went  to  the  Registry  Office 
on  June  13th.  1906  between  12  and  1  O'clock  and  could  not  get 
in  and  that  on  several  other  occasions  he  had  seen  the  Registrar 
unlookirg  the  door  between  12  and  1  O'clock. 

See  evidence  pages  24,25,26  and  27. 

This  closed  the  evidence  against  the  Registrar  upon  charge 
One  and  in  reply  several  witnesses  were  called. 

The  Registrar  denied  absolutely  that  the  door  was  ever 
locked  during  office  hours  and  said  that  either  he  or  his  deputy 
were  there  continuously  from  10  A.M.  to  4  P.M.,  except  that  he 
might  leave  for  a  few  moments  to  post  letters  while  his  Deputy 
was  at  dinner  or  that  a  few  minutes  might  transpire  between  the 
time  he  left  for  lunch  and  the  time  his  daughter  got  back  to  the

CHARLES  A«  BUFFI?,  ewoye  that  on  one  oooasion  fce  tried 
to  get  into  the  Registry  Office  and  could  not  do  so.   He  went 
ta  the  side  window  and  saw  the  Deputy  Registrar  inside. 

See  evidence  pare  70. 

QECRQE  F.  BRADFIELD,  Barrister  of  korrisburgh  swore  that 
he  had  business  four  or  five  tines  a  week  at  the  Registry 
Office  and  it  was  always  open  when  he  was  there,  but  he  admitted 
that  at  different  times  he  had  met  Mr. McDonald  or  the  Deputy 
on  the  street  ana  had  to  wciit  a  few  minutes  until  the  office 
was  unlocked  and  opened. 

See  evidence  page  74. 

IRA  MoIN?osH  r  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that 
on  one  occasion  in  the  mo:  th  of  June  1906  when  George  H-  Hickey 
was  at  the  Registry  Office  door  and  tried  to  get  in  and  went 
away  and  immediately  after  the  Registrar  came  to  the  door. 

Q-SORGE  DURANT,  ELI  W.  LANE,  VILLI S  B.  COOK  and  JAMES  _S. 
JAMIESQTT  «  all  swore  that  at  different  times  they  had  trouble 
in  getting  into  the  Registry  Office  by  reason  of  the  door 
sticking  while  the  Registrar  was  inside. 

3g;SLLA  McDONALD  gave  a  general  denial  that  the  office  was 
closed  at  any  time  and  that  the  trouble  was  with  the  door 
being  frozen  and  sticking  which  prevented  the  people  from 
getting  in,  but  she  admitted  to  Mr.  Bain  at  page  89  of  the 
Evidence  that  both  she  and  her  father  were  absent  from  the 
office  together  on  different  occasions  during  the  noon  hour 
from  week  to  week. 


Each  witness  stated  that  the  day  upon  which  he  was 
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unable  to  get  into  the  Registry  Office  was  not  a  Sunday  or  a 
legal  holiday. 

It  is  argued  on  behalf  of  the  Registrar  that  the  persons 
who  gave  evidence  on  "behalf  of  the  prosecution  were  all  int- 
erested as  applicants  for  the  position  or  were  persons  who  had 
some  ill  feeling  or  grl/dge  against  the  Registrar.   The 
witnesses  are  respectable  citisens  of  Morrisburgh  and  did  not 
exhibit  any  ill  feeling  whatever  and  each  seemed  to  give  his 
evidence  in  a  straight  forward  manner.   It  is  beyond  question 
that  Mr.  Hickey  is  an  applicant  for  the  position  and  it  is  also 
beyond  question  that  he  was  keeping  "tab"  on  the  Registry 
Office  to  see  whether  or  not  it  was  kept  open  for  business 
during  the  whole  of  the  business  hours  prescribed  by  Section 
26  of  the  Registry  Act  which  is  as  follows, 

"(1)  Except  as  hereina-^ter  in  this  section  provided  the 
"Registrar  or  his  Deputy  shall,  for  the  discharge  of  all 
"duties  belonging  to  the  said  office  attend  at  his  or f ice 
••from  the  hour  of  Ten  in  the  forenoon  until  four  in  the 
"after- no on,  every  day  in  the  year,  holidays  excepted,  and 
"no  instrument  shall  be  registered  by  him  on  any  holiday, 
"nor  shall  any  instrument  be  received  for  registration  by 
"him  except  within  the  hours  above  named. " 

Another  reason  given  for  the  inability  of  persona  to  get 

into  the  Registry  Office  during  the  hours  between  12  and  1 
O'clock,  was  that  the  door  was  not  looked  but  stuck.   It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  the  dates  specified  in  the  charge  and 
upon  which  the  witnesses  swore  that  the  Registry  Office  was 
closed  were  days  in  the  summer  month-  during  which  it  would  be 
absolutely  impossible  for  the  door  to  be  fstened  by  reason  of 
the  ice  freezing  smd  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
same  persons  who  tried  to  get  in  and  failed  were  able  a  short 
time  afterwards  to  open  the  door  and  get  in.   Even  if  it  is 
admitted  that  the  witnesses  who  gave  evidence  as  to  the  door 
being  closed  are  enemies  of  the  Registrar  and  wish  to  see  him 
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dismissed  from  his  of  floe,  I  do  not  think  it  would  justify  ne 
in  saying  I  do  not  believe  them  upon  oath,  more  especially  when 
it  is  admitted  both  by  the  Registrar  and  his  daughter-  the 
Deputy  Registrar-  that  the  office  has  frequently  been  closed 
between  12  and  1  O'clock,  when  they  were  both  at  their  dinner. 
There  was  no  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  defence,  to  show  that 
the  office  was  open  at  the  tines  when  it  is  charged  that  it  was 
closed  other  than  the  general  denial  of  the  Registrar  and  his 
Deputy  which  they  afterwards  modified  to  the  extent  of  admitting 
that  at  tines  between  12  and  1  O'clock,  when  they  went  to  dinner 
the  office  was  closed.   I  think  the  evidence  given  by  the 
Registrar  and  the  Deputy  Registrar  partially  corroborates  the 
evidence  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution. 

Tfce  Receiving  Book,  produced  by  the  Registrar  and  whioh 
he  relied  upon  to  show  that  the  office  was  not  closed  o  n  the 
days  charged  established  that  work  had  been  done  upon  the  said 
days,  but  it  did  riot  show  that  work  had  been  done  in  the  office 
between  IS  and  1  0* clock  whioh  was  the  hour  that  the  witnesses 
said  the  office  was  closed.   The  Receiving  Book  did  not  prove 
that  the  office  had  been  open  all  day  from  10  to  4  O'clock. 
There  is  nothing  to  show  that  the  office  was  closed  at  any  tine 
of  the  day  other  than  between  12  and  1  01 clock  but  upon  the 
whole  evidence  I  am  bound  to  say  that  I  think  it  was  the  habit 
of  the  Registrar  to  close  his  office  at  the  noon  hour  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  26  of  the  Registry  Act. 

I  therefore  find  that  the  first  charge  is  proven  to 
this  extent,  namely—  that  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of  the 
County  of  Dundas  was  not  kept  open  between  12   and  1  O'clock,  on 
the  days  mentioned  in  the  said  charge,  although  Section  26  of 
the  Registry  Act  requires  that  the  Registry  Office  Rha*'  1  be  kept 
open  between  10  A.M.  and  4  P.M.  on  every  day  except  Sundays  and 
legal  holidays  and  that  none  of  the  days  mentioned  in  the  said 
charge  as  amended  at  the  Investigation  wan  a  Sunday  or  a  legal 
holiday. 
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Chare 9  Number  Two   is  as  follows,    "That  you  have  not 
•♦conduct ed  the  business  of  the  Registry  Office  in  accordance 
"with  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  3  of  section  2Z  of  the 
"Registry  Act  and  of  Section  25v  of  the  said  Act." 

There  was  no  evidence  whatever  to   show  that  the  Registrar 
hsd  teen  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  Sub-section  3  of  Section  23 
of  the  Registry  Act  but  on  the  contrary   there  was  evidence  to 
show  that  he  had  mup^rvised  all  the  business  carried  on  in  hia 
office,   that  his  work  was  carefully  do  ie,    and  that  he  was  rcost 
courteous  to  persons  having  business  to   do  at  the  Registry 
Office. 


I  find  that  the  Registrar  is  not  guilty  of  this

It  was  also   aamitted  by  him  that  he  signed  the  original 

paper  of  which  the  Exhibit  hereto  annexed  marked  "A"  is   a 
copy.

It  was  also  proved  beyond  doubt  that   the  document 
wa:  signed  in  the  Committee  Roomp,  of  the  Reform  Candidate  at 
the  said   Election  at   about  one  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
Election  Day  to  which  place  the  Registrar  had  gone  after  he 
had  attended  a  meeting  which  had  been  held  by  the  Conservat- 
ive Candidate  in  the  Town  Ha^l  at  Morrisburgh. 

In  the  document   in  question  the  Registrar  says  that 
he  has  been  a  frequenter  both  of  Mr.    Chamberlains  Committee 
Rooms  as  well  as  of  his  private  rooms. 

The  document  in  question  states   that  Mr,   Broder  has  been 
guilty  of   "a   deliberate  falsehood"   and  that  he    (the  Registrar) 
Understands  Mr     Broder  will  ask  to  retract  the  above  statement 
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•'or  answer  for  the  same  in  the  Court  of  Law"  and  that  he  (the 

Registrar)  has  "frequented  the  Committee  Rooms  and  private 
"rooms  of  Dr.  w.P.  Chamber  lain.  • 

The  Registrar  admits  that  he  real  the  document  in 
question  before  signing-  it  and  that  he  knows  what  he  was 
signing.

I  think  the  Returning  Officer  knew  the  purpose  for 
whioh  it  was  being  signed,  and  also  knew  that  it  was  to  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  forwarding  the  candidature  of  Dr.  Chamber- 
lain, who  was  the  Reform  candidate  on  that  occasion. 

It  was  argued  that  Kr.  McDonald  went  to  both  Committee 
Rooms  in  his  capacity  of  Deputy  Returning  Officer  to  leave 
some  papers  which  it  was  necessary  for  all  parties  to  have 
showing  the  amendments  to  the  Election  Act.   I  cannot  believe 
that  he  would  be  in  the  Committee  Room  at  the  time  mentioned 
for  that  purpose.
